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NOTES 


CANTATA МО. 131, as far as we know, is the second of Bach's 
many cantatas; written at Mühlhausen in 1707, it is impressive evi- 
dence that his mastery of vocal writing was acquired early. 

The text of Ше cantata is based partly on Psalm 130 and partly 
on stanzas 2 and 5 of the song Herr Jesu Christ, du höchstes Gut 
by Bartholomäus Ringwaldt. No specific Sunday is indicated; Parry 
conjectures the work to be a funeral cantata. Bach wrote it at the 
request of the Mühlhausen pastor Dr. Georg Christian Eilmar, a 
man who was considerably interested in church music and who be- 
friended Bach. 

The final chorus, a fugue, is also extant in a version for organ 
(BWV Ко. 131a), but the authenticity of this transcription has been 
questioned. 

CANTATA NO. 132, for the fourth Sunday in Advent, was writ- 
ten at Weimar in 1715. The autograph of Bach's title page is герго- 
duced (in reduced size) on p. 33; he called the work a “Concerto.” 
It is for four solo voices, to a text by Salomo Franck. The final 
chorale, not written out in Bach’s score, is the fifth verse of Franck’s 
Herr Christ, der ein е Gottessobn, and is to be sung as a simple 
chorale. 

CANTATA NO. 133, for the third Christmas holiday, was writ- 
ten at Leipzig in 1735 or 1737, to a text based on verses by Kaspar 
Ziegler. Like No. 132, this cantata enlists four solo voices.
